In reply to the Office Action mailed March 24, 2004, requesting Restriction to an 
invention and Election of Species in the above-referenced patent application, Applicants hereby 
make the following election: 

Applicants elect Group IV, claims 1-35, which the Restriction Requirement states are 
drawn to isolated polynucleotide sequences comprising SEQ ID N0:7, classified in class 536, 
subclass 23.1 . Applicants note that claims 36-38 are pending in the application but are not 
included in the restriction requirement. Applicants therefore respectfully request that they be 
allowed to elect and pursue those claims as well as claims 1-35; if the Examiner determines that 
claims 36-38 may not be pursued at this time, Applicants request that a formal restriction 
requirement be issued for those claims. 

With respect to election of species, applicants elect dihydrodipicolinate reductase as the 
species for prosecution on the merits, as required under 35 U.S.C. § 121. Claims readable on this 
species include claims 1-38. 
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This election is made without prejudice to or disclaimer of the other species disclosed. 
Applicants reserve the right to file divisional patent applications claiming priority to this 
application and to the provisional applications from which this application claims priority, for the 
non-elected species at a later date. Applicants also reserve the rights of rejoinder. 

This election is made without traverse.

If 
additional extensions of time are necessary to prevent abandonment of this application, then such 
extensions of time are hereby petitioned under 37 C.F.R § 1.136(a), and any fees required 
therefore are hereby authorized to be charged to our Deposit Account No. 02-4553.
